mans in the Maine salient. 


Enemy resistance of 
the 


stoutest character was no ob- 
stacle for the 
Americans and 


they now^re on the Fcre-en- 
Tnrdenois-Coulomgcs 
highway, 


south of the forest 
of Nesle. 


The advance by the Americans 
late Tuesday measured a little 
less than 
two miles. French 


troops on the wings also mo\ed 
forward and all:,ed pressure on 
the west and east flanks of the 
pocket is being maintained with 
force. 


In their advance the Amerir 


,cans drove a new wedge into 
the enemy line and the allies 
are now in a position to drive 
the Germans
